Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 2/22/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The applicants argue that Fazel fails to teach or suggest that any particular one 
of the m outputs of the serial-to-parallel converter 30 comprises a plurality of contiguous 
bits of a frame of the input data stream 34 because each of the outputs of the S/P 
converter 30 is only one bit. 

Examiner's response — Fazel teaches that the S/P converter 30 transforms the 
serial data with data rate D into parallel data with rates Di, D2, Dm (see col. 7, lines 
23-26). Since each output binary stream of the S/P converter 30 has a respective data 
rate, each output binary stream clearly does not contain only one bit as argued by the 
applicants. Further, Fazel teaches that the first M binary streams are encoded by M 
encoders Ei (ni, kj, 5i) (col. 6, lines 50-54). For example, the first encoder Ei encodes ki 
information bits into ni transmitted bits. Since each of the encoder Ej receives kj 
information bits from the S/P converter 30, the argument that each output is only one bit 
is not persuasive. The rejections are thus maintained.
